< HAT un the Year 1639 their late Majeſtics order d., 
Thar the Engy/ſh Army, then in inarc Kingdom, ſhould 
be furniſhd with ſuch Necellarics as they had occation 

for, by the Inhabitants amongit whom they were quartered, 
without paying ready Money for the ſame. At that rhe 
Debts they ſhould ſo contract, ſhouid be {toprt our of their 
Pay, and be paid ro the faid Inhabitants, 

That the faid Inhabitants, did accordingly ſupply the faid 
Army,not only with Proviſions, and other Neceſlartes, both in 
Quarters, and in the Camp, at very imall Rates, but alfo with 
all forts of Merchandize which they had occa{ion tor, and ma- 
ny of them Contracted great Debts to render themſelves capable 
of providing ſuch Neceljaries for the ſaid Army, not doubring 
the ſame would have been paid in ſome ſhort time thereafter. 

That the ſaid Army, purſuant to their Majetties Orders, 
gaye the ſaid Inhabitants Aſlignments on their Vay, 

That the ſaid Debts might be Afcertained, and the Country 
be paid, their Majeities were afterwards gracioully pleasd to 
appoint Commithoners to State the Accounts thereot between 
the Army and che Country, which being by them according- 
ly ſtated, an Account of that Charge was tranſmitted to Erg- 
land, the ſaid Army being then on the Eneiifh Eftabliſhment ; 
and the ſame was {topt out of the Arrears of Pay due to the 
ſeveral Regiments that had ſo Contracted the ſaid Debts, as 
by their Abſtracts, and the Pay-Maſtcr General's Books, may 
appear. 


The ſaid Inhabirants therefore humbly pray, That there 
may be a Clauſe incerted in the ACt, Apponting Cont 
miſſuoners to State and Determine the Arrears due to the Ar- 
my,&c. Impowering them to State the ſaid Inhabicants 
Accounts, and to iſſue Certificates for Debentures ac- 
cordingly.
